C. IN RELATED ARTICLE YOMIURI REPORTED THAT TASS 
THRUSDAY AGAIN STRONGLY WARNED JAPAN THAT THE INSPECTION 
OF THE MIG25 CANNOT BUT AFFECT SOVIET- JAPANESE RELATIONS 
MOST NEGATIVELY. TASS ALSO ANNOUNCED A STATEMENT BY THE
